WASHiwaTON, 
March 8.—President 
Harrison will donate as much of his 
time as possible during the remainder of 
this week to the public, and will re- 
ceive whoever calls, but beginning with 
next week he will close the doors to all 
but senators and representatives, in or- 
der that he may be uninterrupted in 
consideration of applications for the 
higher positions now vacant or likely to 
become vacant. 


The first-class appointments to be 
taken up are the assistant secretaries 
of the executive departments and the 
heads of bureaus, after which he will 
proceed to fill the vacancies that already 
exist. 


These are numerous, and include the 
comptroller of the curen<^, the super- 
intendent of Indian schools, civil service 
commissioner, chief justice of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, commissioner of the 
District of Columbia, United 
States 
judge for the northern district of Flori- 
da, United States district attorney for 
Indiana, and several other equally im- 
poi-tant offices, for which Mr. Cleveland 
made nominations that the senate refused 
to confinn. 


The next class of offices to be taken up 
will be those of the diplomatic corps, in 
order that the senate may act upon the 
nominees before they leave the country. 
The president has passed the word 
arouiid that he will not act as arbitrator 
in any faction quarrels and deals and 
he will not lend himself to either side in 
such quarrels. 
He tells all the senators 
and representatives who call upon him 
that it will be greatly to their advantage 
and facilitate his labors if they will set- 
tle their dissensions among themselves 
and not present more than one candi 
date from the i4ame state for any office. 


If the various delegations will make 
up slates for the various offices within 
their states and givt them unanimous 
endorsement, he will act promptly, but 
all appointments over which there is a 
dispute will be deferred. 
Most of the 
states are doing this, and are endeavor- 
ing to relieve the president as much as 
possible. 


The PoHt this morning says: 
"The 
president has indicated, in an unmis- 
takable manner, that it is his intention 
to fibognize the senators and represen- 
tatives from the several states and accept 
their recommendation in the distribu- 
tion of patronage, regardless of personal 
friends. He looks upon the members 
of congress as the representatives of the 
states, chosen by the people, and con- 
siders that they should be more familiar 
with the qvialiflcations of candidates and 
public preferences in their several dis- 
tricts than any unauthorized 
person 
may be, and he will also save himself 
from a great deal of annoyance by re- 
ceiving the views of the members of 
congress, through the heads of depart- 
ments in his cabinet, whose recommen- 
dations for appointments will be final.

A Bill Tbat Mettle« all Controvemy 
About I<and In tbe Rockblli 
Addition«. 


DEATH CLAIMS HIM 


The Claypool bill which passed lx)th 
branches of the legislature and has been 
signed by the governor, puts at rest all 
controversy about the title to property 
in the Rockhill additions and estates. 
The parties who ¡.mrchased the projierty 
will not l>e disturbed. 
We give that 
portion of the law, which reads as fol- 
lows : 


Section 2. 
In all cases where during 
the life of the second or subsequent 
childless wife and after the death of the 
husband the children of the latter by a 
former wife have executed or ^ittempted 
to execute convevances in fee to all or 
any part of the lands aflfected by the 
life estate and have received full pay- 
ment therefor, or where all or any part 
of such lands have been conveyeit for a 
full consideration by the guardians of 
any of such children, such conveyances 
sh^l, at the death of such second or 
subsequent childless wife, be held to 
convey tiiie interest of such children in 
such lands that would descend to them 
through such second or 
subsequent 
childless wife, and shall estop such chil- 
dren or their heirs from hereifter claim- 
ing such interest. 


This bill applies not only to the Ronk- 
hill estate complications, but to all 
cases like it over the state. 


Captain J o b n Krlcsvon, ibe inventor 
off the Famoua monitor Onn- 
Boat, Die«. 


NEW YORK, March 8.—John Ericsson, 
the engineer, died at his home, 36 Beach 
street, this city, late last night of 
cystitis, in his eighty-sixth year. 
He 
was bom in Sweden, and came to this 
country in 1839. His most noteworthy 
achievement was the building of tha 
Monitor. 


Captain Ericsson had only been ill 
about one week. 
A physician was sum- 
moned when he was first taken down, 
but owing to the advanced age of the 
patient, medical skill failed to rally him. 
The deceased was one of a family of en- 
gineers, his brother 
Nils, 
and his 
nephew having all gained renown in 
Europe b j the originality of their en- 
gineering feats. Captain Ericsson, at 
the age of ten, constructed a miniature 
saw mill and pumping machine that at- 
tracted great attention in Swenden at 
the time. 
At the age of seventeen he 
entered the Sweedish army as an en- 
sign, and rapidly received promotion 
for the ingenuity displayed in getting 
up plans of fortifications and maps. 
Daring his early manhood he was to 
Europe what Edison is to America. He 
invented within three years forty me- 
chanical contrivances, 
two-thirds 
of 
which were patented. 


In 1839 Ericsson came to America and 
in 1841 began to build the. Princeton, 
the first naval vessel that carried her 
machinery under her water line, out of 
reach of hostile shot 
This vessel de- 
cided the re-constructioii to the fleets of 
the world. 


In 1861 Eriossoii built the Monitor, 
completing her in 100 days from the 
laying of the keel-plate. 
She arrived in 
Hampton Roads just in time to defeat, 
in March, 1862, the ci>nfederate iron- 
clad Merrimac. which had destroyed the 
Union frigates. Congress and Cumber- 
land, and was about to sink or disjierse 
the rest of the government's wooden 
fleet. 
But for the Monitor the whole 
face of the war would have been changed 
and European interference attempted.

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IMDIAMAPOZJS, March 8.—The session 
of the senate was oocupied almost wholly 
in considering the deficiency appropri- 
ation 
which was pending yesterday 
when the Qrimea-Bichonflki contest was 
taken up. A section was added naming 
the newly elected trustees of the differ- 
ent institutions as the persons to whom 
money must be paid by the auditor and 
treasurer, and afterward the section was 
amended by adding "or upon their 
death or resignation, to their succes- 
sors." Senator Johnson mildly directed 
attention to the effect upon public inter- 
ests, if the supreme court should sus- 
tain the governor in his view that the 
legislature has not the constitutional 
right to create and fill offices: 


Senator Barrett—I haven't the slight- 
est doubt about what the supreme court 
will do, but the purpose of Ûiis bill is to 
prevent the payment of money to others 
before the court's decision is rendered. 


Senator Johnson—But if the governor 
should be sustained 
would not the 
effect be to prevent the use of the 
money appropriated for the benefit of 
the benevolent institutions? 


Senator Barrett—I don't conceive an 
possibility of the supreme court decid- 
ing that the legislature has no power to 
create and fill offices. No one has ques- 
tioned that right. 


Senator Johnson—But suppose the 
supreme court does not sustain the gov- 
ernor. What then is the effect of the 
bill? 


Senator Barrett—If the supreme court 
over-rides the rights of the legislature 
then I want to show them that wey can- 
not do it. 


Senator Johnson—What is that but 
revolution? 


Senator Barrett—It is not revolution, 
but it would be revolution for the su- 
preme court to over-ride the rights of 
the people. 


Senator 'Johnson—Your believe the 
legûlative branch is paramount to the 
judicial in determining what is consti- 
tutional? 


Senator Barrett—If the supreme court 
is so controlled by partisan spirit that it 
over-rides the rights of the legislature it 
ought not to be respected or obeyed. 
But I have said repeatedly I can't con- 
ceive tiie possibility of such a thing. 


Senator Johnson—But suppose they 
do; suppose they are asses enough to do 
that, what is the effect ? Answer my 
question. 


Senator Barrett—Please 
sit down; 
keep your mouth shut and your ears 
open, and I will tiy and answer you. 


Senator Johnson—Answer my ques- 
tion. 


Senator Barrett—Sit down. 
Senator Johnson—Answer my ques- 
tion. 


Senator Barrett—If the supreme court 
overrides the right of the legislature, I 
am in favor of doing what can be done 
to set aside their action. 


A voice from the gallery—"Sit down.' 
Senator Barrett—I will not sit down, 
andnio bully in the gallery will prevent 
me from exercising my rights as a sena- 
tor. 


Senator Barrett to Senator Johnson— 
Now, let me ask you, do you believe the 
supreme court will sustain the gover- 
nor's position '{ 


Senator Johnson—I regard it as a mat- 
ter of very grave doubt. 
Will the sena- 
tor emidate my frankness and answer 
my question as dinected i 


Senator Barrett—Did you have any 
doubt before the present governor raised 
the question? 


Senator Johnson—Yes; when Govern- 
or Baker, in a message to the legisla- 
ture, raised the question- 


Senator Barrett—Did Governor Baker 
institute proceedings to test the ques- 
tion. 


Senator Johnson—He did not. 
Other sections of the bill were the 
subject of politiûftl discussion, i)articu- 
larly the one which compels the state 
auditor to lose the amount he paid 
Lieutenant Governor Robertson and 
the allowance of $120 to Green Smith.

In the senate a biU was passed repeal- 
ing what is known as the "intimidation 
act," which makes it a felony for any 
person to interfere with the running of 
a railroad train or to intimidate any 
man from wording. 
The bill had pre- 
viously passed the house, and was sent 
to the governor for his consideration. 


Two More Tetoee Vetoed. 


Two more bills were vetoed by the 
governor yesterday. 
One takes the ap- 
pointment of members of the state boarà 
of health out of the hands of the gov- 
ernor and vests it in the legislature; the 
other establishes a board of fire and 
police commissioners at Indianapolis 
and Evansville. 
The governor main- 
tains that the proposed laws are uncon- 
stitutional. 
Both were passed over his 
objections. 


Hifflier lilcenite. 


The house yesterday passed a bill 
raising the limit of retail liquor licenses 
in cities from $100 to $250, and in in- 
corporated towns from $100 to $150. 


IjeviMlatlve Note«. 


The senate passed the house bill mak- 
ing it a criminal act to visit a house of 
ill-fame. 


A bill has passed both houses giving 
the managers of orphans' homes the 
power to bond children as apprentices. 


The bill making it a misdemeanor for 
obtaining board and lodging at a hotel 
under false representation was defeated 
in the senate. 


The senate has passed the house bill 
requiring legal advertisement« in cities 
of 10,000 population and over to be pub- 
lished in daily papers. 


Senate bill 180, Schroyer, an act to 
enable county commissioners to pur 
chase toll roads and make them free, 
passed the house yesterday. 


In the senate yesterday a bill was in 
troduced amending section 84, of an act 
to repeal all general laws, etc., apvrov 
ed March 14, 1867, and providing for 
the right of property owners to remons 
trate against annexation.

DEATH CLAIMS HIM ! 


Captain John Kric«.uu. ,UC l»vem«.r 


NEW YORK, March 8.-JoIm Ericsson, 


the engineer, died at his home, 36 Beach 
street, this city, Inte last night of 
cystitis, in his eighty-sixth year. He 
was born in Sweden, and came to this 
country in 1839. 
Bin most noteworthy 


achievement was the building of th* 
Monitor. 


Captain Ericsson had only been ill 


about ono week. A physician WBB sum- 
moned when he was first taken down, 
but owing to the advanced age of the 
patient, medical skill failed to rally him. 
The deceased was one of a family of en- 
gineera, his brother Nils, 
and his 


nephew having all gained renown in 
Europe \y the originality of their en- 
gineering feats. 
Captain Ericsson, at 


the age of ten, constructed a miniature 
saw mill and pumping macliin« that at- 
tracted great attention iu Swenden at 
the time. 
At the nge of «eveutevu he 


entered the Sweedish army OH an «?n- 
•ign, and rapidly received promotion 
for the ingenuity displayed iu getting 
up phuu of fortifications and maps. 
During his early manhood he wan to 
Europe what Edison is to America. He 
invented within three years forty me- 
chanical contrivance«, two-thirds 
of 


which were patented. 


In 1839 EricMon uuuio to America und 


in 1841 began to build thu. Princeton, 
the flret naval veswel Mint utrried h«r 
machinery under h«r water line, out of 
reach of hostile shot 
Thw vessel de- 


cided thu re-coimtructioii to the flenta of 
;he world. 


Iu 1801 Ericwon built the Monitor, 


completing her in 10(1 days from thu 
ayiug of thu keel-plate. Shu arrived in 
Hntuptou Bonds just in time to defeat, 
u March, 1802, the confederate iron- 
clad Merrimnc. which had destroyed the 
Union frigatvH, Congrww and Cnnibur- 
»nd, and wait about to »ink or dixpornu
